(U) POSITION : Commander, Wuhan Military 
Region since January 1979; Member, Chinese 
Communist Party Central Committee since 
August 1973. 

-fet - SIGNIFICANCE : Wang was transferred from 
Kunming Military Region and Yang Dezhi assumed 
command of Chinese forces operating from Kunming Military Region during 
the February 1979 incursion into Vietnam. Wuhan Military Region is one 
of the country's most important logistics bases and the site of the 
strategic reserve forces. Wang's assignment will improve his insight 
into China's resupply and reinforcement capabilities. 

(U) POLITICS : 

(U) Wang has never taken an active role in party affairs. His 
appointments have been based on his military expertise. He has served 
under Military Commission Member Su Yu, Guangzhou Military Region 
Commander Xu Shiyou, and Kunming Military Region Commander Yang Dezhi, 
all of whom are influential in military affairs. 

(U) Wang served with the Chinese People's Volunteer Army during the 
Korean War. 





(U) PERSONAL DATA : Wang was born in 1912, in Hunan Province. He is 
reported to be a very competent field commander. Wang was awarded the 
Medal of Independence and Freedom and the Medal of Liberation, both First 
Class and both awarded in September 1955.
